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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Action is in response to Application Number 09/766,610 received on 
11/16/2005. 

2. Claims 1, 3-8, 10-15, 17-22, 24, 25, 27, and 28 are presented for examination. 

3. The prior rejection is respectfully maintained, because the amendment filed 

1 1/16/2005 does not sufficiently alter breadth of the claims to obviate over the applied 
references. The rejection issued in the Final Office Action mailed 5/21/2004 remains 
applicable for rejecting the claims as amended, and is therefore incorporated by 
reference. 

4. Examiner addresses the amendments to independent claims and arguments as 
follows: 

5. Applicant argues that "Lo fails to disclose a third control means for switching a 
mode for transferring the image data from the first image input device to the first 
application program in accordance with communication status between the first image 
input device and the first application program and said first control means via said 
second control means" [See Applicant's Response, filed 8/15/2005, page 17 of 20, lines 
14-17]. 

Applicant also states, "Lo merely discloses converting packets in a TWAIN 
protocol form into packets in RWP protocol form" [See Applicant's Response, filed 
8/15/2005, page 17 of 20, lines 15-16]. 
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Applicant states, "Therefore, according to Lo, a communication protocol is not 
switched dynamically in accordance with the communication status between the first 
image input device and the first application program as featured in Claim 1 

6. Examiner respectfully disagrees with the argument. 

Examiner was unable to determine where the claims recite anything about 
switching protocols "dynamically". The term "dynamically" is not mentioned in the 
claims. 

As stated by Applicant, Lo does switch from one protocol to another, as required 
by the claim. 

In regards to the amended limitation including "in accordance with 
communication status", any form of communication is in accordance with the 
communication status of the devices involved in the communication. Otherwise, there 
would be no communication. 

7. As indicated by Applicant, the other independent claims 8, 15, 22, 25, and 28 are 
in accordance with the method of claim 1 . Therefore the above reasons for rejection of 
claim 1 apply to the other independent claims 8, 15, 22, 25, and 28, 

It is the Examiner's position that Applicant has not yet submitted claims drawn to 
limitations, which define the operation and apparatus of Applicant's disclosed invention 
in manner, which distinguishes over the prior art. 

Failure for Applicant to significantly narrow definition/scope of the claims and 
supply arguments commensurate in scope with the claims implies the Applicant intends 
broad interpretation be given to the claims. The Examiner has interpreted the claims 
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with scope parallel to the Applicant in the response and reiterates the need for the 
Applicant to more clearly and distinctly define the claimed invention.
